RELATI NG TO EDUCATI ON; MAKI NG APPROPRI ATI ONS; DECLARI NG AN EMERGENCY

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEAQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXI CO
Section 1. SHORT TITLE.--This act may be cited as the "Education Appropriation Act".
Section 2. DEFINITIONS. --As used in the Education Appropriation Act:
A. "federal funds" means any paynents by the United States governnent to state
government or state agencies for specific purposes or in lieu of taxes, including grants,
rei mbursenments and paynents nmade in accordance with contracts or cooperative agreenents, and
shared revenue except those paynents nade in accordance with the federal M neral Lands Leasing
Act (30 USCA 181, et seq.) and the State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972 (31 USCA 1221-
1264), as anended,;
B. "general fund" neans that fund created by Section 6-4-2 NMSA 1978 and incl udes
federal Mneral Lands Leasing Act receipts; and
C. "other state funds" neans:
(1) unencunbered nonreverting bal ances in state agency accounts, other than in
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i nternal service funds accounts, appropriated by the Education Appropriation Act;

(2) all revenue available to state agencies from sources other than the general
fund, internal service funds, interagency transfers and federal funds; and

(3) all revenue, the use of which is restricted by statute or agreenent.

Section 3. FORMAT.--The general format of the appropriations set forth in the Education
Appropriation Act with respect to synbols used, colum headi ngs and anounts stated are those used
in the General Appropriation Act of 2003.

Section 4. APPROPRI ATI ONS. --The appropriation for public school support in fiscal year 2004
shal | be:

The rate of distribution of the state equalization guarantee distribution shall be based on
a programunit value determ ned by the superintendent of public instruction. The superintendent
of public instruction shall establish a prelimnary unit value to establish budgets for the
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2003- 2004 school year; and then upon verification of the nunmber of units statew de for fisca
year 2004 but no | ater than January 31, the superintendent of public instruction may adjust the
programunit val ue.

The appropriation for the state equalization guarantee distribution contains sufficient
funds to provide a two and one-half percent salary increase for teachers and a two percent salary
increase for other instructional staff, other certified staff and noncertified staff, including
transportati on enpl oyees.

The general fund appropriation in the state equalization guarantee distribution reflects the
deducti on of federal revenues pursuant to Paragraph (2) of Subsection C of Section 22-8-25 NVBA
1978 that includes paynents commonly known as "inpact aid funds" pursuant to 20 USCA 7701 et
seq., fornerly known as "P.L. 874 funds".

The general fund appropriation to the public school fund shall be reduced by the ampunts
transferred to the public school fund fromthe current school fund and fromthe federal M nera
Lands Leasing Act (30 USCA 181, et seq.) receipts otherw se unappropri ated.

Any unexpended or unencunbered bal ance in the distributions authorized remaining at the end
of fiscal year 2004 from appropriations nade fromthe general fund shall revert to the genera
fund.
